Sacramento, Nov. 29.—During year 
.ending June 30, 1922, the six hospit- 


creased in population 344, according 
to the annual report of the depart- 

ment of institutions filed with Goy- 
ernor Stephens yesterday. The four 
reformatories increased 88 and the 
home for adult blind decreased in 
Population in all institutions under 
the department 472.

BY FARM AGENTS 


The typical system whereby one 
county agent is at work in a county 


) wikl nto serve the needs of rural 


California, asserts B. H. Crocheron, 
Director of Agricultural Extension, 
University of California, in his an- 
nual report for 1921-22 which is now 
off the press. Certain California 
counties are larger and more impor- 
tant agricultural units than are some 
of the eastern states and this has 
made it neecssary gradually to in- 
crease ‘the number of extension 
agents at work in them. Already 
half the counties in California have 
assistant farm advisors at work. 
Other counties will desire to increase 
the number of extension agents as 
rapidly as funds are available. 


‘During the past year three addi- 
tional counties were organized for 
extcneion work an farm advisors in- 
stalled In them. Thece counties are 
San Bento, Inyo and Lassen. Thus 
40 countics, comprising ninety per 
cent of the farms of the stae, now 
have the benefit of organized agricul- 
tural extension work. 


In addition ‘to showing the growth
